or from the legislature, or from any city 
government, during tho time for which ho 
shall have been elected; and all such ap- 
pointments and all votes given for jmy such 
member for any such oflico or appointment 
shall bo void." 


Stringent rules nro laid down for the man- 


agement of savings bnuka: tho legislature is 
forbidden to make extra compensation lo 
contractors; fees and perquisites aro forbid- 
den lo salaried oflieers and some minor evils 
arc remedied.

LEAD PIPES AND WATER.—Tbo question 


whether water is 
poisoned by flowing 


through lead i>ipe.s was lately dfccufKcd in 
i!ie French Academy of Sciences, with re- 
sults that are- calculated to quiet the appre- 
hensions of those who got their water sup- 
ply through such pines. 
M. Dumas stated 


that in bis chemical lectures he had long 
been accustomed to employ a very simple 
experiment for t!ie purpose of showing that 
water con-odes lead only under spechil con- 
ditions. Ho takes distilled water, rain water, 
spring water, river water, etc.. and drops it 
into each piece of lead. It is found that only 
the distilled water acts on the lead, the .salts 
of lime in the real of .the specimens pre- 
venting the reaction. M. llelgmnd read to 
tho Acadsmy n memoir giving the results 
of his investigations into this subject.

ancient llomniis employed lead \vatc-r pipes 
on a large scale, but yet no Latin medical 
writer says any tiling of loud poisoning pro- 
duced by the water. Accouliug iv M. Jlul- 
graml, one sixth of a grain of calcareous 
Halts to the (mart prevents the dissolution of 
tho lead. 
Ho exhibited to tho Academy 


pieces of lead pipes which Imd been in ser- 
vice from the time of Louis XIV., without 
showing any sign of corrosion; and analysis 
of water that liny pushed through n long lino 
of lend pipes .showed Ih1?coiup]eto absence 
of lend.—[Galaxy. 


AYRSHIRE Cows.—In a few things tho 


Scotch dairy fanners are of one mind, and 
have been for years ; they seek to have ani- 
mals *,vho::c whole energies arc devoted to 
milk manufacture. Experience hiis informed 
them that u certain form, characterized by 
great depth of the hinder party of tho aui- 
mal, with good width of hips, and without 
further largeness forward than tho internal 
organs demand for the exercise- of their 
appropriate functions, is indispensable to 
economic milk production. They have re- 
alized, in a largo measure, thU desire. 
But 


they have also striven to havu upon their 
animals a particular form of milk vessels— 
as tho Scotch call it—one that .shall be of 
largest capacity, attached in a manner to 
least auiioy tho cow in walking or lying 
down, and least exposed to the effects of 
changes of temperature. It is an uddor pos- 
sessed only by the pure Ayrshire breed.
